Many people have and some 
end up in our office with com- 
plaints. 


This advertising is startling, 
clever, and legal — but! 


People who advertise 35 or 


39 cent beef today don't want 
to sell you this beef at this 
price. They want to get you into 
their shop where they can show 
you the difference between this 
beef and what they have for sale 
at say 69 cents or better yet 89 
cents. Now they are back on the 
level with merchants who are 
not so flamboyant with their 
advertising. 
Let me assure 


you that at 16 to 20 cents per 
pound live weight for canner 
and cutter grade cows (Red Bluff 
Livestock Auction prices Tues. 
Dec. 2) and less than 50% yield 
from 
live weight to carcass 


weight, they are going to endup 
with meat that has cost them 
over 35 cents. If they so Id much 
of this they would soon be out 
of business. 


Remember also that these 


prices 
quoted are carcass 


weight and you absorb the trim 
loss, which can be anywhere 
from 28 to 40 per cent depending 
on how you want it cut. Thus 
you may end up with only 200 
pounds of edible meat from the 
300 pound half you paid for. 
This too is legal as long as 
they issue a slip with the sale 
showing the carcass weight, the 
itemized cuts and their total 
weight. 


There are other terms and 
claims used in this type of ad- 
vertising that might not be un- 
derstood. 


"Government Inspected" yes, 


but it may be a low grade. 


"Cut and wrapped free" yes, 


but you absorb the trim loss.

Juan Is Reading More, Enjoying It More 


REDWOOD CITY (AP)—Juan 
is reading more and enjoying 
it more in school this year — 
it's as easy as uno, dos, tres. 
He's one of 20Mexican-Amer- 
ican first-graders in an exper- 
imental 
bilingual program to 


span the language gap — a gulf 
which separates many young- 
sters from an education. 
The pilot program is paying 


off 
in better grades, mare 


classroom interest and a better 
chance at finishing high school 
some day. 
Redwood 
City's 
Mexican- 


American population has Jump- 
ed 6 per cent in five years, 


according to Dr. Jacinto Clark 
Jenkins, director of the bilin- 
gual program. Jenkins said that 
on a statewide basis 90 per 
cent 
of Mexican- American 


youths never complete high 
school. 


"By the seventh grade, about 


half have dropped out,"hesaid. 
"Mexican- American students 


can't 
function in the normal 


classroom," 
said 
Jenkins. 


"First grade 
textbooks are 


written on the assumption that 
the student has spoken English 
before — that they know some 
words. M ex i can-Americans 
don't." 


Because of public classroom 
shortages, 
the bilingual pro- 


gram is being tield at St. An- 
thony's Church. The school 
board is deliKhtoii at the pro- 
gress being made, Jenkins said. 
"The 20 Mexican-Americans 


we selected for this program 
couldn't communicate in Eng- 
lish, even on the most basic 
level. They couldn't say things 
like •'! lost my pencil' or 'I 
left my lunch on the bus' or 
'I think I'm going to throw up,' " 
he related. 
That was last year. 
This year, the vacant stares 


through the classroom window 


are gone. Gone is the child's 
frustrating inability to ask per- 
mission to go to the restroom. 
Mexican - American children 
in the program are given an 
hour of Spanish and English in- 
struction each day. Spanish is 
the primary language and Eng- 
lish the secondary. Other sub- 
jects are taught in English. 


The 10 Anglo students in the 


program are given an hour of 
both languac;es with English as 
the primarv language. All 30 
students learn to intermingle 
the languages -so that they get 
a solid loundation in both.

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May Be Exaggerated 


To the extent that plans tor deferred tuition charges tor Calif- 


ornia colleges are baaed on the presumption that college trained 
persons can be eipected to earn more money than those without 
college training, they should be examined with care. This is not 
to aay that student loans and deferred fees — called tuition or 
whatever - offer no benefits. It is simply to say that the under- 
lying theory that college graduates can be expected to earn more 
may be exaggerated. 


Educators tor many years have been glibly quoting figures 


designed to prove the dollars and cents value of higher learning. 
But the trustworthiness of those figures can be questioned. For 
the most part, at least, they appear to have been arrived at by 
averaging the earnings of a group of college graduates and a 
like number of persons with lesser amounts of education, down 
to those who did not graduate from grammar school. Such 
an approach could go far astray, and as more and more persons 
are graduated from college runs a greater risk of being in- 
accurate. 


In the past, college graduates were largely sons and daughters 


of wealthy families, students of outstanding brilliance, and students 
with unusual motivation. It is readily understandable that a high 
percentage of such students would earn high incomes after gradu- 
ation. Further, in the days when college graduates were com- 
paratively few, they stood a very good chance of finding high paying 
employment. 


But as attending college is made easier, the same natural 


selective process does not apply to the same extent. And, as 
there are more and more persons with college degrees, their 
value In getting top-paying employment will be less and less. 
That is not to say that young people do not need training. They 
need it more than ever. It is getting BO that there are very few 
places for those without skills or special knowledge. But just to 
say that a college education is worth $200,000, $500,000 or what- 
ever above a high school education may be far off the mark.

— This col- 


umn's investigation of the nasty 
Songmy massacre raises the 
possibility, at least, that the 
accused mass murderer, Lt. 
William Calley Jr., may be 
more of a scapegoat than an 
ogre. 
From sources close to the In- 
vestigation, this column has 
obtained facts about the night- 
marish incident that would seem 
to mitigate the charges against 
him. Unimpeachable sources 
swear, for example, that ord- 
ers to wipe out the village did 
not come from Calley but from 
higher up. 
Antiwar 
advocates, who are 


exploiting the incident, miy al- 
so have trampled upon Galley's 
rights. Presumably, they hope 
that 
the revulsion over the 


massacre 
will increase the 


pressure upon President Nixon 
to soften his conditions for end- 
Ing the war. But they have also 
stirred up personal revulsion 
against Calley that may be tra- 
gically unfair. 
The tight-lipped Calley is a 
perfect patsy for the Army to 
offer as a sacrifice to public 
opinion. Army associates de- 
scribe him as a spit-and-polish 
.officer who goes by the book. 
He Is the sort who carries out 
orders 
and asks questions 


afterward. 
He also 
Is a loner without 


friends in high places who might 
help him. His mother died of

cancer in 1966; his father is a 
diabetic. All his life the lieu- 
tenant has been too much on the 
move to establish roots. 


GALLEY'S UNSEEN SIDE 
The letters he wrote to his 


family from Vietnam express 
a deep sympathy for the path- 
etic Vietnamese children who 
roamed the streets, hungry and 
homeless. He provided one child 
with food, clothing and shelter. 
From his letters, he didn't 
seem to be a man who could 
shoot down women and children 
in cold blood. < 
What really happened at Song- 
my? Here are the facts this 
column has been able to dig 


out: 
The hamlet was a Viet Cong 
stronghold, 
nicknamed Plnk- 


ville, which U. S. troops had 
cleaned out on two orevious oc- 
casions. 
Someone at higher 


headquarters decided that the 
third time should be the last 
and issued orders to destroy 
the village. 
It is difficult, perhaps im- 
possible, to fix the real respon- 
sibility for the massacre. Lt. 
Col. 
Frank Barker Jr., the task 


force commander, later killed 
in an air accident, was told to 
eliminate the stronghold. He 
passed on the orders to Capt. 
Ernest Medina, who briefed the 
troops. 
The captain instructed them to 
burn the buildings and slaugh- 
ter the livestock. He alsowarn- 


ed that the village was teeming 
with Viet Cong and advised 
his men to go in shooting. Me- 
dina has sworn to Army in- 
vestigators that he merely re- 
layed 
the colonel's orders 


and that he did not call for the 
indiscriminate 
shooting 
of 


women and children. 


Every Vietnam combat veteran 


knows, however, that the Viet 
Cong use both women and young 
boys who can be every bit as 
deadly with their weapons as the 
men. 


WHO CAUSED MASSACRE? 


In order to save American 
lives, the U. S. always devasta- 
tes enemy positions with fire- 
power before sending in man- 
power. Accordingly, Pinkville 
was declared a free fire zone 
and was battered by artillery. 
Then helicopter gunships raked 
it with a deadly hailstorm of 
machinegun firs. Finally the 
troops poured in with guns bla- 
zing. 
It should be pointed out that 


South Vietnamese irregulars 
also participated in the exer- 
cise and did some of the shoot - 
ing. They were responsible, too, 
for the misinformation about the 
big Viet Cong concentration at 
Songmy. 
For the Army to blame Lt. 
Calley 
for what happened, 


though he may not be entirely 
blameless, is too pat. It looks 
suspiciously as if the Army 
selected him as a convenient 


scapegoat. 


Actually, thesecr4t interroga- 
tions by Army investigators im- 
plicate at least 25 men in in- 
discriminate shooting. For ev- 
ery witness 
against Calley, 


there are two witnesses who 
have made secret statements in 
his defense. The Army has shut 
up at least a dozen witnes- 
ses who, reportedly, are willing 
to testify for Calley. 
The horror pictures which 
Pentagon officials showed to 
Senators really prove nothing 
a g a i n s t Calley. The blood- 
drenched women and children 
could have been •killed by artil- 
lery shrapnel, machinegun fire 
from the sky or infantry fire in 
the heat of battle. The testi- 
mony of combat photographer 
Ronald Haeberle could be chal- 
lenged, since he tried to sell 
the pictures for a big sum. 
His statement that the women 
and children had been shot down 
in cold blood increased the mar- 
ket value of the pictures. 


As for the Army's charge that 
Calley murdered a South Viet- 
namese civilian in an earlier 
Incident, those who have talk- 
ed to the lieutenant say that he 
seemed genu. *ely puzzled by 
the charge and denied knowing 
anything about it. 


Whether Calley is guilty or not, 
he deserves a fair trial, and the 
Army shouldn't be permitted to 
wipe its own hands clean on a 
lowly lieutenant.

Climbing higher every week on 
tne best-seller list is The Sel- 
ling of the President 1968, by 
Joe McGlnnlss, the fruit of an 
elaborate deception which has 
brought joy and hope totheNix- 
on-haters. The book, by the 
way, 
is wonderful reading, and 


catnip for those who get their 
kicks out of reading how on a 
particular day during the pres- 
idential campaign a particular 
television adviser to Richard 
Nixon gasped 
with horror on 


seeing a particular television 
performance by Spiro Agnew — 
that kind of thing. 
So the book does have an ideo- 
logically salacious appeal, al- 
though it is not on that ac- 
count that it Is being greeted 
so ecstatically by the critics. 
Mr. McGinnls has told us Some- 
thing Important. The thesis of 
the book, they believe, is that 
we have for the first time a real 
inside look into the mechanics of 
image-making. The idea of the 
Nixon people was to sell the 
voting public on Richard Nixon 
by giving the public only the view 
of a man who in fact —did not 
exist. 
The genesis of it all was the 
restiveness of a very bright 
young man who had been writ- 
ing a column for the Philadel- 
phia Inquirer. We have the mea- 
sure of his own political incli- 
nations — both when he is mov- 
ed passionately, and when he 
is moved deliberately. After the 
assassination of Robert Ken- 
nedy hp wrote in his column. 
"(We) do not live in a country 
any more but in a cesspool. . . 
The richest, 
most powerful 


place In the world (has)produc- 
ed. . . a bunch of people so 
filled with fear and hate and 
ugliness that when a man tries 
to tell them they must do more 
for other men, instead of listen- 
ing they shoot him in the head. 
This is not a country anymore. 
This is a vision of hell."That's 
the kind of thing Mr. McGin- 
niss does when he gets excit- 
ed. When he is not excited, but 
merely attending to the chores 
of citizenship, he votes for 
Dick Gregory for President. 


Anyway, Mr.McGinnissdecid- 
ed to quit his job in Philadel- 
phia and write a book about the 
role of television in the making 
of a President. He approached 
the Nixon people who received 
him most amiably, treating him 
like a young nephew in from the 
prairies who wants to sit in for 
a few months and see how the 
family business works. 


ZAP! 
Far from the soporific 


treatise on the Uses of Tele- 
vision in Political Campaigns, 
Mr. McGinniss brought out a 
volume on presidential politics 
that any of the underground 
newspapers would have given 
their last joint to be able to 
serialize. I repeat that it makes 
most excellent reading: it is 
unquestionably a work of art. As 
a thesis, however, it is pure 
pretension. 
The thing to remember is that 
an identical job could have been 
done on Humphrey, on Gene 
McCarthy, on Bobby Kennedy: 
and for that matter on Dwight 
Eisenhower. From the day that 
the Importance of television 
was recognized, polltlcans and 
politicians' 
f u g l e m e n have 


scouted the whole area of im- 
age-improvement. Nixon was 
told by just about everybody in 
the world that he lost the Pres- 
idency in 1960 because he fared 
second best in televised de- 
bates. Accordingly the decision 
was made not to debate with 
Humphrey, and to pay special 
attention to his television ex- 
posure during the campaign. 


Mr. McGinnls makes you feel 


that but for the carefully cho- 
reographed television produc- 
tions, Nixon would have lost. In 
fact, Nixon's strength stayed 
almost constant throughout the 
campaign, never budging from 
42-43 per cent. 


Add another important point. 
The men who suggested the tele- 
vision formula to Nixon the ob- 
jection to which is the substance 
of McGinniss's book, were men 
who knew Nixon very well from 
months and years of close per- 
sonal association with him. Mc- 
Ginniss, by contrast, knew Nix- 
on not at all; indeed knows Nix- 
on not at all. The senior advi- 
sers believed that Nixon was 
widely misunderstood, that the 
Nixon they sought to project 
was the Nixon they knew, that 
the Nixon the public was sus- 
picious of or bored by, is other 
than the real Nixon. So that the 
crowning irony could be that 
Mr. MoGtnni.ss ends up protest- 
ing devices the effect of which 
are to rescue an individual from 
the misapprehensions which the 
public media saddled them with 
in the first instance. Straighten 
that out, if you will.

Nixon, for those who want to 
know something about him, Is 
available; in Ralph de Tole- 
dano's 
new 
book, One Man 


Alone.

Dear Mr. W.: The meaning 


of swelling- of the feet and the 
ankles varies with the age 
group, the general physical 
condition and the duration of 


the condition. 
In m a n y in- 
stances, swell- 
ing of the feet 
may simply be 
the result o f 
too tight, con- 
stricting gar- 
ters and shoes. 


People with 


varicose veins 
and those who 
stand on their 
feet f o r long 


periods of the day may have 
s w e l l i n g of the feet and 
ankles as the day progresses. 
In many instances the swell- 
ing disappears in the morning 
because the feet are elevated 
during the night. 


Interference with the blood 


supply, circulatory disturb- 
ances, chronic heart and lung 
conditions and kidney disor- 
ders are the more serious rea- 
sons for persistent swelling of 
the feet and ankles. 


The importance, therefore, 


of this swelling is that the 
basic reason be found to thor- 
oughly explain its presence.

drenched women and children 
could have been killed by artil­ 
lery shrapnel, machinegun fire 
from the sky or infantry fire in 
the heat of battle. The testi­ 
mony of comhat photographer 
Ronald Haeberle could be chal­ 
lenged, since he tried to sell 
the pictures for a big sum. 
His statement that the women 
and children had been shot down 
in cold blood increased the mar­ 
ket value of the pictures. 


As for the Army's charge that 
Callev murdered a South Viet­ 
namese civilian in an earlier 
incident, those who have talk­ 
ed to the lieutenant say that he 
seemed genu *ely puzzled by 
the charge and denied knowing 
anything about tt. 


Whether Calley is guilty or not, 
he deserves a fair trial, and the 
Army shouldn't be permitted to 
wipe its own hands clean on a 
lowly lieutenant.

Climbing higher every week an 
tne best-seller list is The Sel­ 
ling of the President 1968, by 
Joe McGinniss, the fruit of an 
elaborate deception which has 
brought joy and hope tothe Nix­ 
on -haters. The book, by the 
way, is wonderful reading, and 
catnip for those who get their 
kicks out of reading haw on a 
particular day during the p re s­ 
idential campaign a particular 
television adviser to Richard 
Nixon 
gasped 
with horror on 
seeing a particular television 
performance by Spiro Agnew — 
that kind of thing. 
So the book does lave an ideo­ 
logically salacious appeal, a l­ 
though lt is not on that ac­ 
count that it is being gr eeted 
so ecstatically by the critics. 
Mr. McGinnis has told us Some­ 
thing Important. The thesis of 
the book, they believe, is that 
we have for the first time areal 
inside look intothe mechanics of 
image-making. The idea of the 
Nixon people was to sell the 
voting public on Richard Nixon 
by giving the public only the view 
of a man who in fact —did not 
exist. 
The genesis of it all was the 
restiveness of a very bright 
ycung man who had been w rit­ 
ing a column for the Philadel­ 
phia Inquirer. We have the m ea­ 
sure of his own political incli­ 
nations — both when he is mov­ 
ed passionately, and when he 
is moved deliberately. After the 
assassination 
of Robert Ken­ 
nedy he wrote in his column, 
“ (We) do not live in a country 
any more but in a cesspool. . . 
The 
richest, 
most powerful 
place in the world (has)produc­ 
ed. . . 
a bunch of people so 
filled with fear and hate and 
ugliness that when a man trie s 
to tell them they must do more 
for other men, instead of listen­ 
ing they shoot him in the head. 
This is not a country anym ore. 
This is a vision of hell.*’T hat’s 
the kind of thing Mr. McGin­ 
niss does when he gets excit­ 
ed. When he is not excited, but 
m erely attending to the chores 
of citizenship, he votes for 
Dick Gregory for President. 
Anyway, Mr. McGinniss decid­ 
ed to quit his job in Philadel­ 
phia and write a book about the 
role of television in the making 
of a President. He approached 
the Nixon people who received 
him most amiably, treating him 
like a young nephew in from the 
prairies who wants to sit in for 
a few months and see hov. the 
family business works. 


ZAP! Far from the soportflc 
treatise on the Uses of T ele­ 
vision in Political Campaigns, 
Mr. McGinniss brought out a 
volume on presidential politics 
that any of the underground 
newspapers would have given 
their last joint to be able to 
serialize. I repeat that it makes 
most excellent reading: it is 
unquestionably a work of art. As 
a thesis, however, it is pure 
pretension. 
The thing to rem em ber Is that 
an identical job could have been 
done on Humphrey, on Gene 
McCarthy, on Bobby Kennedy; 
and for that m atter on Dwight 
Eisenhower. From the day that 
the Importance of television 
was '*erognl7ed> po! (leans and 
politicians’ 
f u g l e m e n have 
scouted the whole ar»»a of im ­ 
age-Improvement. \ixon was 
told by Just abov jve 'ybody in 
the world that he lost the P re s ­ 
idency in 1960 because he fared 
second best in televised d e­ 
bates. Accordingly the decision 
was 
made 
not to debate with 
Humphrey, and to pay special 
attention to his television ex­ 
posure during the campaign.

D ear Mrs. L.: Cystitis is the 
medical term for inflam m ation 
or infection of the inner lining 
of the urinary bladder.

Some irritation of the blad­ 
der should be suspected when 
there is more than usual fre­ 


quency of urination associated 
w ith some burning or painful 
sensation. With cystitis there 
is an urgent need to urinate 
which is not completely ful­ 
filled after the bladder seems 
to be empty. The cause of 
cystitis is a germ or some 
type of bacteria which has 
found its way into the blad­ 
der. Repeated attack s of cys­ 
titis do not necessarily mean 
th at the kidneys which con­ 
trol the fiow of urine through 
the bladder, m ust be involved 
It is wise, however, to have 
the entire urinary tra c t stu­ 
died by the m any excellent 
means th at are now available. 
This will insure th a t the in­ 
fection will be localized and

Even though there has been considerable slump in the fishing 


here and about, numerous persistent anglers are still at It. I had 
to slough off a week of steelhead fishing in order to accommodate 
a very stubborn virus that still seems to linger in my system. 


Glen Spuller is not saying too much for fishing and I suppose 


neither am I. However, a friend of mine last weekend made a trip 
to the upper end of the Klamath River and murdered the steelhead 
to seven pounds. He said all of the fish taken were quite bright. 
They had their best luck on the charcoal grey Klamath Nymph 
fly fishing on number six nonweighted hooks. Up there you cast to 
the far bank and let the fly drift across the center of the stream and 
usually when or just before it starts to straighten out, the strike 
occurs. Conditions so far in that reach of river have been quite 
favorable. . . . knock on wood. 


The closure for salmon from the diversion" dam north stymies 


me. upon checking it was indicated to me that it is a result of last 
year's actions by the Fish and Game Commission when they put a 
3 month closure then changed their actions but somehow left De- 
cember still in the closure. They will probably change the closure 
with a little pressure next year. It gives us another opening day for 
salmon anyway and something to do on New Year's Day after a hard 
night. For some that Is ... 
The fishing prospects this month 


don't look too bright so why not save the extra expenses for Christ- 
mas and vehicle license fees cause they are plenty high as usual. 


Dreams can come true especially if you've got the money to 


get to the many places you would like to fish. Probably one of the 
best trout fishing places one could visit for lunker rainbow and 
brown trout is New Zealand. If you have thought about it and have 
the money say, $2,000, to spare, try it. The summer months in 
New Zealand are November, December, and January. That is also 
the peak trout season. I imagine It would cost about $500 for fare 
to get there. The U. S. dollar Is worth about seventy-two cents 
there. Fishing license fees for visitors is $4 for men and $2 for 
ladies. Believe me the fishing there for trout is fantastic. 


Back on the home front it has recently been reported that 


15,236,000 fish perished as a result of water pollution during 1968, 
an increase of 31 per cent over 1967 fatalities, according to the 
Ninth Annual Report on pollution-caused fish kills. Fish deaths at- 
tributable to pollution in 1968 were the third highest reported 
since the annual census began in June of 1960, being surpassed only 
by the 15,910,000 fatality figure reported in 1961 and the deaths of 
18,387,000 fish in 1964. Since the census began, a total of 103,380,- 
000 fish have been reported killed in 2,830 incidents. I often wonder - 
about the unreported ones.

The Mt. Lassen Chapter of Trout Unlimited located in Red Bluff 


recently announced that their efforts to establish a trophy steel- 
head resource in the Sacramento River has been muffed tempor- 
arily. Through a cooperative arrangement with the Department of 
Fish and Game earlier this year, surplus steelhead eggs were ob- 
tained from the Cowlltz River strain in British Columbia, and 
Washugul River Strain from Washington. The only place that could 
feasibly raise the eggs would be Coleman Hatchery. However, due 
to lack of funds and further studies, federal officials in Portland 
failed to act in the matter so the eggs were transferred to Iron 
Gate Hatchery on the Klamath and LevMston Hatchery on the 
Trinity. 


FREE TIPS FOR FISHERMEN 


Bargain days are here in Red Bluff again (Jack Wing used to 


say that and it sticks in my memory) and here are some tips that 
may help you out while angling: 


Fish will not frighten If your first casts are short. Gradually 


Increase length and vary direction of casts. 


Always reel in your spinning line under sufficient tension. 


Tangles are often caused by loose line. 


While minnow fishing at Shasta Lake, if a bass drops your 


minnow, a series of slow short twitches often result In another 
strike. 


Set your hook fast and hard. Usually the bend of the rod and 


stretch of line loses much of the force. Keep rod tip low. 


The great spirits advise me the best fishing hours throughout 


the month of December will be the evening hours. However, to- 
morrow morning Is supposed to be good fishing. I always say 
. . . fishing is always good. Some days are Just better than oth- 
ers.

FREE TIPS FOR FISHERMEN
